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DIRECT AIR DISTRIBUTOR 

The invention is a piece of equq)ment tihat can be used in drying buildings that 
have suffered flood damage. 

The ^aratus is used to accelerate the drying process of ceilings, walls and 
floors. It can also be used to diy febrics such as carpets that have been wetted 
Hrrough flooding or by hot water extraction cleaning. 

The Direct Air Distributor is used in cor^unction with conventional drying 
equipment Le. air movers and dehumidifiers as an additional piece of equipment 

The invention is fixed to the air mover and is inflated. Air escapes throu^ 
apertures directly onto the area to be dried. This means that unaffected areas of 
flooding ace not affected so much by the air movement in a room, thus reducing . 
dust circulation as the drying process takes place. 

Any size of area may be dried by connecting as many of the apparatus together 
using the special detachable connectors and also the different sized detachable 
add on units. 

Ceilings are dried using a special uihbilical connector. 

The invention is rectangular in sh^e and is constructed of a flexible waterproof 
synthetic material comprising of two sheets of this material The two sheets of 
material are joined on three of the four perimeter edges except for a small 
resealable opening on each of the three edges. On the fourth edge the whole of 
the edge is a resealable opening. 

The cormector, add-on unit and umbilical connector are made of a synthetic, 
flexible, waterproof material 

Over the surface area of the invention the two surfeces are joined together at 
parallel intervals almost the full length of the apparatus. This forms flutes in the 
surfeces when inflated. 



At points around the perimeter of tiie invention thCTe are eyelets. Tliese enable 
the invention to be fixed to a wall or ceiling. 

On one side over the surface area of the invention there are apertures in the flutes 
which allow air to pass through. 

The two sheets of materialarejoinedalongtheflutes with tapes which also have 
apertures in them. This allows a more even distribution of air within the 
invention when inflated 

The add on unit is made wifli flutes the same as the main unit with apertures on 
one side. It has a resealable opening on each of titie long sides and on the other 
two edges the fuU length is a resealable opening. 

The small connector has an interlocking &bric fixed to each end to enable it to be 
attached into any of liie resealable openings. 

The umbilical connector has an interlocking fabric fixed to one end so as to 
enable it to be attached to any of the resealable openings. The other end has an 
interlocking febric fixed to the intemal end. 

The features on figures 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6 and 7 on drawingsl, 2, 3 and 4 are as 
follows: 

1. Eyelets 

2. Apertures (Air Outlets) 

3. Resealable openiugs 

4. Stitched Flutes 

5. Interlocking Fabric 

6. Holed Tapes joining the two surfeces together
